HAVERHILL residents 
hoping lottery luck will rub 
off on them are flocking to 
the store where Adrian 
Bayford scooped £148 
million. 

Adrian and his wife, Gillian, 
have been back in their 
Haverhill music shop Suffolk 
Music Centre in Queen Street 
after landing the August 
jackpot. 

They won the second biggest 
EuroMillions payout in the UK - 
behind Ayrshire couple Colin and 
Chris Weir, who scooped £161.6 
million in July 2011. 

And it seems Adrian’s good fortune 
has spread to other customers at 
Premier convenience store where he 
bought the lucky ticket after a series of 
wins at the Queen Street shop. 

Owner Paresh Patel said: “People 
just keep winning and winning. We 
had someone win £50,000 at the 
Murco garage in Haverhill just after 
Adrian won, and since then in this 
shop we’ve had a series of winners on 
scratch cards. We had two £500s in 
one week and we had someone win 
either £50 or £5,000 two weeks ago - 
he won’t tell us which. 

“Lottery ticket sales have gone way 
up with people coming in to see if a 
bit of Adrian’s luck will come to them.

“The Lottery did give us a sign to 
put on the floor where Adrian stood 
when he bought the winning ticket, 
but that’s all we got from them.” 

And one customer keeps on trying 
to win at the store but has had no luck 
so far. Fernandez Armenio, 40, of 
Abington Court, said: “Adrian got 
there just before me and every time 
someone wins again I just miss out. 
The wrong people are winning. It 
should be me.” 

While Adrian may have become an 
overnight multi-millionaire but it 
seems he still likes looking for a 
bargain. He has been spotted in the 
town’s Poundland and charity shops 
since scooping the cash. 

Erica Campbell, manager of Debra 
charity shop which raises money to 
battle a genetic skin disorder, said: 
“He has been in the shop a couple of 
times since he won the lottery but 
didn’t buy anything. He’s obviously 
still up for a bargain, though.” 

Mr Patel said: “Adrian hasn’t 
changed his lifestyle. He is still seen 
shopping in Poundland and Primark. 
We just don’t see him in here 
anymore.” 

The win put the couple in 516th 
position in the Sunday Times Rich 
List, with more money than Sir Tom 
Jones or former Beatle Ringo Starr.

Teen is UK’s youngest glider soloist 


A MAGNIFICENT teen in a flying 
machine is the first under 16 in 
the UK to fly solo in a glider. 

Alex Harris, 15, of Tilbury Juxta Clare, 
near Halstead, has achieved a first for the 
UK flying solo in a glider at Ridgewell on 
October 10. 

His pioneering flight came after the 
British Gliding Association announced a 
change in the regulations to drop the age 
in which youngster can go it alone from 
16 to 14. 

Alex, a member of Essex Gliding Club 
for two years, is a keen skier and wants to 
become an airline pilot. 

He had wasted no time before making 
his historic flight, in a club ASK-13 glider, 
as the rule lowering the glider solo age 
had only been approved three days 
earlier. 

Alex, who has been flying since he was 
12, said: “Gliding is my life and, although 
I had had 60 hours with an instructor, my 
first solo was the most nerve-racking 
thing I have ever done.” 

It wasn’t long before Alex, who lives at 
Halstead and is a pupil at Gosfield 
School, was back in the air, however. 
Three days later he had his first flight in a 
single seat glider, a Ka 6CR. 
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Alex comes from a family of aviators. 
His father, Mike, is also a glider pilot and, 
as his day job, flies 737s for Titan Airways 
while mother Sue has a private pilots 
licence. 

The young flyer aims to follow in his 
father’s footsteps. 

He said: “I am going to be a pilot when 
I leave school so this is a big step in the 
right direction. I am so grateful to Essex 
Gliding Club for giving me this 
opportunity to fly.” 

Essex Gliding Club’s chief flying 
instructor, Dave Hertzberg, said: “Alex is a 
very leve-headed young man and I had 
total confidence that he would handle the 
situation well. The gliding club is always 
open to anybody who wants to try this 
great sport.” 

Steve Rhenius, treasurer of Essex 
Gliding Club, said: “He was ready to fly 
solo on his 16th birthday in December 
but when the gliding association changed 
the rules he couldn’t wait any longer and 
he was bursting at the seams to go solo. 
He did it and landed safely. He was 
brilliant.”

School gates will stay as 
councillor’s fears allayed 


A COUNCILLOR’S fears about 
the safety of security gates 
outside a school have been 
allayed and planning per¬ 
mission granted for them to 
stay. 

Cllr Gordon Cox raised the 
issue of the steel gates outside 
Samuel Ward Academy in 
Haverhill, which was 
considered by St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council’s devel¬ 
opment control committee. 

Cllr Cox said he would like to 
see road markings installed to 
indicate where drivers should 
stop when exiting the enclosed 
site, to prevent the gates from 
smashing into their vehicles. 

He was also concerned that 
there was not enough room for 
two vehicles to enter and exit 
the site at the same time. 

He felt the gates should be 
moved to a more appropriate 
location. 

The committee was told that 
the gates were installed at the 
request of OFSTED inspectors 
because the school site was 


considered too open and they 
felt greater protection was 
needed. 

As the gates, and a CCTV 
camera, were installed for 
health and safety reasons, no 
planning permission was 
sought. 

A Highway Authority spokes¬ 
man said: “There is ample 
space on site for vehicles to 
turn in order to exit on to the 
highway in a forward gear and, 
therefore, this application does 
not present any issues.” 

The report to councillors 
said as the gates opened 
towards vehicles leaving the 
site, it would be advisable to 
provide a road marking 
showing them where to stop, 
so that the gates did not open 
on to their vehicles. 

The committee approved the 
application to retain the gates 
on condition that such a ‘stop 
line’ was provided within three 
months.

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Anger at parking purge 



TRADERS claim Haverhill is 
losing its reputation as a 
disabled-friendly town after a 
crackdown by police on 
motorists which they say is 
driving away shoppers. 

Businessmen in the town say the 
continuing clampdown on illegal 
parking and drivers using the High Street 
are forcing disabled people to shop 
elsewhere. 

They described the town as “very 
quiet” after a series of days of action 
where officers dished out traffic tickets 
and stopped Blue Badge holders. 

Colin Richards, who owns TVL All Star 
Video in Camps Road, said: “For days 
after the crackdown the town has been 
so quiet. Illegal parking was never a real 
problem. We are a market town with 
hustle and bustle and traffic is part of 
that. 

“What we need is a traffic warden 
back. Haverhill is a unique town and 
attracts a lot of people from outside. We 
want that to continue but these actions 
are not helping.” 

The first day of action was on October 
1 and police were again enforcing the 
law on October 3, 9 and 10 when dozens 
of tickets were issued.

double yellow lines for up to three hours 
when displaying both parts of the badge, 
but nobody is permitted to park on the 
pavement. 

Mark Chapman, of Chapman and Son 
electrical store in the High Street, said: 
“The police stopped 93 Blue Badge 
holders but that is stopping 93 
customers from shopping in the town. 
Haverhill used to be a disabled-friendly 
town and without them coming here to 
do some shopping it’s going to be very 
quiet. 

“People like to stop and shop and if 
this continues they will just decide to go 
to the big retail parks. A lot of those 
people that were given tickets came from 
Essex and Cambridgeshire. 

“I know people who come here from 
London because of the Pie and Mash 
shop. Times are difficult enough as it is 
without this.” 

Illegal parking and driving in High 
Street was moved up the police agenda 
by complaining residents. 

High Street parking has been a police 
priority before and hundreds of 
warnings and parking tickets being 
issued to little effect, say traders.

Transplant women 
form a solid bond 


TWO women who became 
friends after both had kidney 
transplants want to share 
their experiences to help 
others. 

Michelle Nobbs, 45, received a 
kidney from her sister-in-law, Lesley 
Albon, last April and has gone on to 
complete many runs and a 40-mile 
bike ride. 

Mandy Smith, who suffers from 
the same polycystic kidney disease, 
was inspired by reading Michelle’s 
story in the Haverhill Weekly News, 
and three months ago also received a 


kidney. They both live in Haverhill, 
but had never met until Mandy 
discovered one of her co-workers at 
Tesco was Michelle’s daughter, 
Whitney. 

Since then they have become firm 
friends, with Michelle helping 
Mandy to cope with her recovery. 

Mandy, a 44-year-old mother of 
two, said: “I was diagnosed with the 
condition 16 years ago, but last year I 
was sent to a new clinic after my 
kidney function hit just 15 per cent 
of what it should be. 

“I was put on the waiting list for a 
transplant but I was surprised to get 


a donor so quickly. I had read 
Michelle’s story and she was my 
inspiration once I knew I had kidney 
failure. 

“I was struggling to get through 
the day and had zero energy. Now I 
am back at work and I have so much 
more energy.” 

Michelle said: “I was able to help 
Mandy by talking her through things, 
because I had already been there. I 
used to see her in Tesco and think 
how ill she looked, and realised I 
must have looked that way. 

“She looks amazing now and it has 
just transformed my life completely. 


I go to the gym five times a week and 
when people say it is a new lease of 
life, it really is. 

“My mother and my grandmother 
had the same thing and my brother 
is waiting to hear if he will get a 
transplant at the moment. I have 
three children, so the chances are 
that one of them will have it too. 

“We hope that people will see 
what a huge difference it has made 
to us and it will encourage them to 
register to become an organ donor.”

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Cyclists brave rain 
in quest for funds 


A DEVOTED dad and his friend 
battled through a week of wind 
and rain to cycle more than 500 
miles to help his son, who has 
cerebral palsy. 

Rorie Tiplady and Dave Canter 
topped off their mammoth ride by 
cycling almost 50 miles back to 
Haverhill, after they arrived in Harwich 
early on October 8. 

They hope to raise at least £1,000 
from the ride towards the cost of a 
sports wheelchair for Rorie’s son Harry, 
11, so that he can take part in sports 
such as wheelchair basketball at 
Samuel Ward Academy. 

The school is also holding a non- 
uniform day to raise cash towards the 
£2,500 cost of the wheelchair. 

The pair left the Aero cycles shop in 
Maple Park, Haverhill, where Rorie 
works to set out on their seven-day 


ride. They covered 507 miles across 
Holland and visited some historical 
sites along the way including Arnhem 
bridge and the Oosterbeek War 
Cemetery. 

Rorie, of Bartlow Place, Haverhill 
said: “I am waiting for a hip 
replacement operation so I have been 
in agony and dosed up on pain killers 
since we got back. 

“We did not do the 600 miles we 
intended, but we did enjoy it, even 
though it was really hard. 

“We got back really early and we did 
not want to ask anyone to pick us up, 
so we decided to carry on and ride 
back. I think that was the hardest part 
because of the hills, whereas Holland is 
all flat. 

“The weather was absolutely awful, 
we said because we were British we had 
brought the rain with us. I have cycled 
100 miles before but in totally different 


circumstances. My road bike weighs 
about 151b, but with all the kit, my bike 
weighed about 501b, you could only 
just pick it up off the ground. 

“We were totally self sufficient, but 
every night we ended up drying 
everything out. 

“Harry is one of the pioneering 
children at Samuel Ward, where they 
are going to build a special school. He 
is coping well in mainstream school, 
although the days are long and he does 
get tired. 

“He needs a sports wheelchair so 
that he can join in with sports up there. 
He is very enthusiastic and the school 
want to get him involved. 

“He is due to have a load of 
operations next year and will probably 
have to be in casts for about a year.” 

Anyone who wants to support the 
fundraising efforts can get sponsor 
forms from Aerocycles or Samuel Ward.

A HOSPICE charity has 
received a grant of more 
than £400,000 from the 
National Lottery. 

St Nicholas Hospice Care, in 
Bury St Edmunds, provides care 
for people with life-threatening 
illnesses throughout West Suffolk 
and they need to raise £11,000 
every day to keep their doors 
open. 

The £431,212 grant will help 
fund projects such as community 
healthcare assistants, who 
provide nursing care in people’s 
own homes, for two years from 
April 2013. 

The hospice plans to launch a 
new scheme called First Contact, 
where anyone who has just been 
diagnosed with a disease can go

to find out about what services 
are available to them. 

It will also continue with its 
Hospice Neighbours project 
where volunteers are trained to 
help people living at home as 
well as providing them with 
much-needed companionship. 

More than 100 people have 
signed up and the scheme has 


been such a success that more 
volunteers are needed. 

Barbara Gale, St Nicholas 
Hospice Care chief executive, 
said they were delighted to 
receive the grant. 

She said: “This grant shows 
how the Big Lottery recognises 
the importance of caring for 
people where they want to be - 
often in their own homes. 

“We have found that more and 
more patients want to receive 
care in their own homes, 
surrounded by the people, pets 
and belongings that are 
important to them.” 

However, she said the charity 
could not rest as the hospice’s 
running costs are £5 million a 
year. 

“We are facing a challenging 
year in an uncertain financial 
climate so we are still very much 
in need of support from the 
entire community.”

Abby Martin's youngest daughter is severely deaf, and her eldest is also hearing- 
impaired - but after being told she was unlikely to have children at all, their devoted 
mum wouldn't change a thing about her family. Interview by EMMA 
HIGGINBOTHAM. 


K EZIA Martin has one 
of the world’s 
cheekiest grins. A 
bouncy 7-year-old who 
loves riding her scooter, 
playing chase with her dog 
and even cheerleading, 
you’d think she didn’t have a 
care in the world. 

But Kezia is severely deaf, 
and relies on hearing aids 
and lip-reading to 
communicate. And for 
mum Abby, 38, it’s like 
history repeating itself: her 
older daughter, 13-year-old 
Letecia, is also hearing- 
impaired. 

Yet for Abby and husband 
fohn, who live in Red 
Lodge, coping with their 
daughters’ deafness isn’t a 
problem - they’re just 
grateful to have them at all. 
“We’ve been blessed with 
two beautiful children, and 
we’ve always taught Letecia 
and Kezia that they’re 
special,” says Abby. “Their 
deafness is what makes 
them.” 

Abby met fohn (“roller¬ 
skating at Rollerbury!”) 
when she was 17 and he 
was 23. They married five 
years later, and becoming 
parents was very much on 


the agenda. 

“When the careers 
advisor at school said 'what 
would you like to be?’ I said 
‘a wife and a mum’,” smiles 
Abby. “We immediately 
thought we’d like to have a 
family, but we tried for over 
a year, and nothing 
happened.” 

Tests revealed that Abby 
had polycystic ovaries, and 
the prognosis wasn’t good: 
“They actually said it was a 
very severe case, and we 
probably wouldn’t fall 
pregnant,” says Abby. 
“Obviously that was really 
hard.” 

The couple, who are 
Christians, decided not to 
try IVF for personal 
religious reasons. But four 
years later, a course of 
tablets to induce ovulation 
did the trick. “I just knew I 
was pregnant, I just felt it,” 
says Abby. “We waited until 
the morning to do the test, 
because it’s a stronger 
reading, and at 5 o’clock in 
the morning we drove to 
Bury to knock on my 
parents’ door and tell 
them!” 

Letecia was born in April 
1999, and her hearing 


appeared fine: in fact Abby 
didn’t suspect anything was 
wrong until she turned 4. 

“She started saying 
‘pardon?’ a lot, and I’d 
noticed that she couldn’t 
sound things out: she knew 
all her letters, and could 
write all her friends’ names, 
but when I’d say ‘how do 
you think ‘Dad’ is spelt? D- 
A-D?’, she couldn’t hear it.” 

Abby’s concerns 
deepened when Letecia 
started school. “The teacher 
said ‘would you help Letecia 
write her name, please?’ 

And I laughed! I said ‘she 
can!’ And the teacher said 
‘no she can’t: when I’ve 
asked her to, she hasn’t’. I 
knew something was up, 
and I just thought, maybe 
it’s her hearing...” 

The family doctor 
referred Letecia to 
specialists in Ely, who 
confirmed that she had a 
mild hearing problem. But 
her hearing deteriorated 
rapidly, “and in within a 
matter of months, she was 
profoundly deaf in her right 
ear.” 

An MRI scan ruled out 
tumours or blockages, but 
Letecia's hearing loss was 


permanent. “My reaction 
was ‘OK, that’s what that is’,” 
shrugs Abby. “It was a shock, 
but we still saw her as a 
wonderful gift from God.” 

But Abby admits it was 
tough to watch Letecia in 
social situations: “I didn’t 
realise how much of an 
effect deafness has: she 
would miss everything on 
the right-hand side. 

“With things like birthday 
parties, she’d be lost, really, 
because she wouldn’t hear 
what was going on. So she 
did feel left out. And she’s 
been reluctant to join in 
certain things: when she 
was smaller she loved 
dancing, but it got to the 
point where she didn’t feel 
she was getting it right, and 
decided to stop.” 

joining in with 
conversations has also been 
an issue: “She does struggle 
with having the confidence 
to go into a group of people 
and talk to them. Bless her, 
she is getting better as she’s 
getting older, but I think she 
is very conscious of the fact 
that she doesn’t want to look 
silly.” 

But Letecia says she’s 
taking her deafness in her

stride. “Because IVe had it 
for so long, I’ve got used to 
it, and it doesn’t really affect 
me anymore,” she says. 
“The only problem is that 
sometimes I miss things in 
class.” 

Have other kids ever 
been mean? “No. Well, not 
that I know of! I don’t try to 
cover up my hearing aids - 
I’m not really bothered 
about it. You can hardly see 
them anyway because 
they’re just wire.” 

In fact, she says, it can 
have a plus side: 
“Sometimes I just need a 
break from hearing 
everything, so there is an 
advantage: I can take out 
my hearing aids and just 
shut down, but 
unfortunately I’ve still got 
one ear going!” 

Kezia certainly has no 
problems with confidence. 
“They're chalk and cheese,” 
laughs Abby. “While Letecia 
would hang at the back of a 
room full of people, Kezia 
would probably go in and 
go ‘excuse me, I want to talk 
to you!”’ 

She’s certainly full of 
beans. Keen to show off her 
handstands and 
cartwheels, Kezia is also a 
real chatterbox: “I worked 
hard at school today and I 
got three stickers - but then 
I lost them,” she says. 
“Where did you put them?” 
asks Abby “I put them here, 
here and here,” she replies, 
pointing at her cheeks and 
chin, then laughs. “They 
fell off.” 

When Kezia was born, 
her hearing was tested the 
same day: “I knew in my 
heart of hearts she was 
going to be deaf,” recalls 
Abby “They said ‘she’s 
failed her hearing test, but 
it may just be that she’s 
congested’. But I wasn’t at 
all shocked.” A test a few 
weeks later confirmed her 
suspicions. 

Kezia is severely deaf: 
she’s classed as moderate 
to severe in one ear, and 
severe to profound in the 
other: “and without her 
hearing aids she really can’t 
hear at all.” 

“It didn’t bother me at 
that point: I was fine until 
she got to about nine 
months, and then I just felt 
like I didn’t know what to 
do. I really struggled,” 
admits Abby. 

“Someone is always 
worse off, and I never 
thought ‘why me?’ or ‘why 


them?’ at all. Ever. But I 
didn’t feel I knew enough 
about parenting a deaf 
child. Just simple things 
like she wouldn’t keep a hat 
on, let alone keep her 
hearing aids in... 

“So for those first few 
years, my faith was strong 
but my emotions were 
weak, and I actually found 
it very difficult.” 

Kezia's strong character 
was an issue too: while 
Letecia had always been a 
gentle child, her little sister 
was something of a 
whirlwind. “She went 
through a stage of just 
hitting out at everybody, 
especially children, 
because they would come 
right up to her and she 
couldn’t cope with anyone 
being in her personal 
space,” recalls Abby “She 
was quite an angry little 
girl. 

“At mother and toddler 
groups I couldn’t relax, 
because I was constantly 
waiting to protect the next 
child. And as much as 
people did understand, 
and were very sweet, you 
don’t actually feel any 
better about it.” 

By the age of 3, Kezia still 
wasn’t talking, but then 
they had a breakthrough - 
in the form of a small black 
dog called Bea-Bea 
(pronounced ‘BB’). “I was 
angry that I was deaf, so we 
had to get a dog to stop me 
being angry,” says Kezia. 
“She was frustrated,” 
begins Abby... “So we had 
to have a dog so I’d stop 
frustrating,” chips in Kezia. 

“Bea-Bea made a huge 
difference,” continues 
Abby “Somebody said to 
me ‘you don’t understand 
what she’s saying and she 
doesn’t understand what 
you’re saying - that’s why 
she’s frustrated. A dog will 
be a friend that she can talk 
to’, and it was a huge 
success.” 

Life improved further 
when Kezia started pre¬ 
school. Not only did she 
have a support worker, but 
the family decided to take 
signing lessons: “Lots of 
people said to me ‘don’t 
sign with her, she won’t 
speak’, but it wasn’t like 
that. It was almost like we 
were confirming what she 
was saying, or trying to say, 
so actually it encouraged 
her speech. And it 
transformed her 
tremendously, because 


then she could 
communicate. 

“She just blossomed into 
this very confident little 
girl. Now, for example, 
when she hasn’t heard 
she’ll go ‘I didn’t hear!’ 
whereas Letecia probably 
wouldn’t. It’s given her a 
personality that will cope 
with it a bit more, I think.” 

After two years at 
Mayfield Primary School in 
Cambridge, which has a 
hearing support centre, 
Kezia is now at mainstream 
school. She’s thriving but, 
admits Abby, it hasn’t all 
been plain sailing: “I can 
remember her finishing 
Reception and saying 
‘Mummy? Please tell me I 
don’t have to be deaf in Year 
One.’ That hit me hard, 
actually” 

To this day, the Martins 
don’t know what caused 
their daughters’ hearing 
loss. They had an 
appointment with a 
geneticist “but they wanted 
to do blood tests, and my 
husband and I talked about 
it and said ‘thank you very 
much, but we don’t need to 
know’. If the girls want to 
know, then we’ll go down 
that route. But I don’t like 
the idea of going down that 
route if we don’t need to 
know why We say ‘it’s just 
because they are’.” 

Does Abby worry about 
their future? “I have to be 
honest and say no. I do 
think Letecia finds it hard 
sometimes, but does it 
sound wrong to say we 
don’t really think about 
it? 

“This is our life, and this 
is how God wants them. 
You either put a positive 
slant on it or a negative, 
and I just feel that if you 
have a positive attitude, 
you’re going to get positive 
results.” 

“We’re not always 
positive,” she adds, with a 
laugh. “Sometimes John 
comes home and I say ‘can 
you please just give me a 
few minutes, just because if 
I hear ‘pardon Mum?’ one 
more time...’ 

“But I wouldn’t have 
them any other way: it 
makes them who they are. 
People’s personalities are 
moulded by what’s going 
on, and what’s going on for 
them is deafness. I 
sometimes think they 
should moan more, but 
they just don’t. They cope 
with it beautifully”

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Fire service 
merger Is a 
step closer 


A POTENTIAL merger between 
the Suffolk and Cambridgeshire 
fire services has moved a step 
closer. 

Work on a business case which could 
see a link between the two is to continue 
after the move was approved by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterborough Fire 
Authority. 

A decision on whether to collaborate 
more fully is expected in the new year. 

Options ranging from no action to a full 
merger will be considered and go out to 
public consultation. 

Chief Fire Officer Graham Stagg said: 
“We cannot ignore what is happening in 
the wider world. The financial situation 
for public sector organisations does not 
look like it is improving and we need to be 
prepared for the next Comprehensive 
Spending Review in 2015 in which it is 
likely that further cuts to fire and rescue 
service budgets will be made. 

“In order to prepare for this we need to 
fully examine all the options that we have 
for saving further money from this date 
without impacting on our frontline 
resources.” 

Cllr Fred Brown, chairman of the fire 
authority, said they had already estab¬ 
lished the benefits of working with Suffolk 
through the merged fire control. 

He said: “A full business case is sensible 
for both parties to find out exactly where

we stand financially. 

“We need to do this to ensure that it is 
the best decision for the people of 
Cambridgeshire. We will not make a final 
decision until all the facts are clear.” 

Matthew Warren, director of resources, 
told the authority more work on the link 
had to be done. 

Suffolk County Council will discuss the 
plan next week and the full business case 
will come back before the fire authority 
and the cabinet next year. 

Mr Stagg warned deadlines were tight 
and if they missed one for 2014 there 
would not be another opportunity until 
2016-17. 

Cllr Sir Peter Brown said: “This is 
something we have got to get right. I think 
this authority will have to think very 
carefully where it is going.”

‘Curious’ campaign 
throws up questions

MPs have called on tourism chiefs 
to scrap a new advertising 
campaign, claiming it makes their 
county look ridiculous. 

Visit Suffolk - the agency set up to 
promote the East Anglian county - has 
unveiled a new branding campaign 
describing the area as “The Curious 
County”. 

But four MPs have now called for the 
“idiotic and dangerous” message to be 
binned - saying it could turn visitors away. 

Tory MP for Coastal Suffolk, Dr Therese 
Coffey, said curious “is often used as a 
euphemism for something that is not quite 
right”. 

The new advertising slogan was first 
unveiled last month and is to be the 
centrepiece of a campaign starting next 
year. At the time Visit Suffolk brand 
manager Amanda Bond claimed: “The 
Curious County is probably the most 
exciting, eccentric and innovative way 
we’ve ever decided to promote tourism in 
Suffolk.” 



This week she said the campaign was 
not ready to go live and she was unable to 
comment further on it. 

Among MPs worried at the impact the 
slogan could have on the county’s crucial 
£1.75bn tourism sector are junior health 
minister, Central Suffolk MP Dan Poulter, 
Bury St Edmunds MP David Ruffley, Dr 
Coffey and Waveney MP Peter Aldous. 

Mr Ruffley said: “There is nothing 
curious about what we have to offer. This 
slogan is idiotic and meaningless, if not 
potentially dangerous for the tourism 
industry.” 

Dr Poulter said: “It has got to be stopped. 
It is the sort of slogan that could damage 
the county for years to come.” 

Mr Aldous added: “I don’t really 
understand the slogan, I’d say it was rather 
curious itself.” 

Ipswich MP Ben Gummer defended the 
work of Visit Suffolk, saying the branding 
idea is just one campaign the agency is 
looking at, and that it could attract people 
who might not otherwise look at Suffolk.

Keeping the doctor at bay 


W HILE many 

commercial apple 
producers have had 
poor crops this year because 
the incessant early rain 
deterred bees from pollinating 
the blossom, ordinary 
gardeners may have had more 
success. 

An apple flower can’t be fertilised 
by pollen from the same tree, but 
needs a pollination partner from a 
different variety of apple tree which 
flowers at the same time. 

While many commercial growers 
only grow one variety and will have a 
different pollination partner scattered 
around the orchard, they usually assess 
the minimum number of pollination 
partner trees needed so they don’t 
waste space they want to give over to 
their main variety. 

“This year we had a freakily bad 
year for pollination because 
throughout the time for pollination - 
April and May - it was cold and rainy 
and the bees just weren’t about, which 
massively reduced the chances of trees 
being pollinated,” says Rebecca Bevan, 
team leader for fruit and vegetables at 
RHS Garden Wisley. 

When only one type of apple is 
grown, bees have to travel from the 
majority crop to pollinating partner 
trees and back again to cross-pollinate 
each flower. 

However, suburban gardeners often

have a few different types within easy 
reach, which means the bees don’t 
have to travel so far to cross-pollinate 
the flowers. 

It’s been a bumper year for apples at 
RHS Garden Wisley - which is 
currently hosting the RHS Taste of 
Autumn Festival - where nearly 700 
types of apple are grown and there are 
many hives. 

“Even though the weather was 
awful, we had more bees around which 
were covered in a lot more compatible 
pollen,” says Bevan. 

She advises gardeners to grow more 
than one variety which flowers at the 
same time. 

“We advise home gardeners to 
choose at least one pollination partner 
for each tree, but often in suburban 
areas that’s going to happen anyway 
because different people have different 
apple trees and the bees will travel 
from one garden to another to 
exchange the pollen.” 

Many suburban gardeners also grow 
wild flowers which encourage bees 
and have grown some apple varieties 


which will withstand a lot of rain. 

Those who want their tree blossom 
to escape the frost should go for mid 
or late season varieties, such as 
Ashmead’s Kernel, a russet apple with 
a really intense fruit-drop flavour 
which stores well, ready for picking 
from mid-October, and Ellison’s 
Orange, a late season type which is a 
reliable cropper providing a rich 
flavour, she advises. 

Wet weather also encourages fungal 
diseases and some trees are more 
resistant to that. Ellison’s Orange, for 
instance, has shown some resistance to 
scab, while Laxton’s Fortune is also 
disease-resistant. Falstaff is also 
thought to have some resistance to 
frost in its blossom. 

Unlike most varieties, Bramley 
cooking apples need two pollination 
partners, while there are several self- 
fertile varieties, including a type of 
Cox’s Orange Pippin, although the 
RHS recommends that trees are cross- 
pollinated to achieve a better crop. 

For better crops, Bevan advises 
people to create good places for 
bumble bees and solitary bees to over¬ 
winter in the garden. Leave some 
undisturbed ground on your plot or 
make insect houses by tying up 
bamboo canes which have holes in 
them in which the bees can shelter.

ROAD safety charity the 
1AM (Institute of 
Advanced Motorists) has 
launched its winter 
driving campaign in a bid 
to help motorists prepare 
their cars and drive them 
safely through the winter 
months. 

The campaign includes 
a website, 

www. drivingadvice. org. 
uk, containing advice, 
traffic updates and 
weather forecasts. The 
1AM will also be 
publishing weekly news 
releases and driving tips 
in reaction to the winter 
weather. 

This campaign comes 
in response to winter’s 
more dangerous driving 
conditions which cause 
an increase in accident 
rates: 

■ Slippery roads (due to 


weather) contributed to 
13,420 road casualties in 
2011, and related to 79 
fatalities. 

■ Rain, sleet, snow or 
fog was the cause of 
1,786 reported road 
casualties in 2011. 

■ Travelling too fast for 
conditions was a 
contributing factor in 
13,425 accidents in 
2011. 

The amount of rainfall 
during December 2011 
was 34 per cent above 
the average for that time 
of year. 

During February 2012, 
freezing rain fell across 
northern England 
causing treacherous 
conditions on roads and 
pavements: 100 road 
accidents were reported 
from Cumbria, and A&E 
departments dealt with 


hundreds of falls on icy 
pavements. 

1AM chief executive 
Simon Best said: “The 
first thing you need to 
ask when the weather is 
bad is whether you need 
to travel, and if so, if 
there are alternatives to 
the roads. 

“When you are on the 
road, be prepared to 
slow down and take extra 
care, particularly on 
bends and roads which 
are open to the elements. 

“Our winter driving 
campaign will provide 
comprehensive advice 
and guidance for those 
who do decide to travel,

DVLA move to ditch check 
on insurance when taxing 
a vehicle is ‘madness’: AA 


THE DVLA (Driver and 
Vehicle Licensing 
Authority) has 

announced plans to cut 
red tape by removing 
the insurance check 
when taxing a vehicle - 
a move which has been 
condemned as “mad¬ 
ness” by the AA. 

The suggestion would 
mean motorists no longer 
having to provide an 
insurance certificate when 
buying a tax disc under plans 
unveiled by Roads Minister 
Stephen Hammond. 

The red tape cutting plans 
mean that around an extra 
600,000 motorists a year will 
be able to tax their car online. 
It also means that millions of 
motorists will no longer have 
to search for their insurance 
certificate if they tax their car 
at the Post Office. 

Roads Minster Stephen 
Hammond said: “We are 
committed to getting rid of 


unnecessary red tape. There is 
absolutely no benefit in 
making motorists prove they 
have insurance when they 
buy a tax disc now that we 
regularly check existing 
databases for insurance 
under Continuous Insurance 
Enforcement rules. 

“These proposals will make 
the whole process quicker, 
easier and cheaper.” 

The proposal has been 
made possible by new checks 
of existing databases for 
insurance under Continuous 
Insurance Enforcement rules. 
The DVLA’s records are 
compared regularly with the 
Motor Insurance Database 
(MID) to identify registered 
keepers of vehicles that 
appear to have no insurance. 

The consultation closes on 
November 26. 

However, the AA has 
branded the proposal as 
“madness”. 

“This will send out entirely 
the wrong message and will 
undo much the work carried 


out by the Motor Insurers’ 
Bureau, the Government and 
the insurance industry to 
tighten up enforcement of the 
law,” says Simon Douglas, 
director of broker AA 
Insurance. 

“To knock out a simple and 
almost fool-proof check that 
insurance is in place, once 
every year or six months, is 
madness. It’s telling the public 
that it’s OK to delay or even 
avoid taking out cover. 

“It’s simply not good 
enough to rely on Continuous 
Insurance Enforcement (CIE) 
legislation which was 
introduced last year; and the 
police using automatic 
number plate recognition 
(anpr) technology to identify 
uninsured vehicles after the 
event. Surely it is better to 
ensure that vehicles are 
insured from the outset. 

“If this becomes law, we will 
see a sharp rise in the number 
of people driving without 
cover, either deliberately or 
through oversight.”
